Decision to select a commission 
to enquire into the work of this

Whitton on behalf of the provincial 
chapter, IODE, and by a series of 
newspaper articles. 

Up to the end of the year, only 
one witness, an American Army 
officer, had appeared on the stand 
on behalf of the child welfare 
branch.
